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EXTRACT FROM SPEECH IN BEHALF OF TENNIS CLUB, 
By W. M. Scherping, President of the Tennis Club. 


Fellow Classmates : 

All of you know that we have an “Alumni Field” that we can well be 
proud of; a field that can not be surpassed in the entire state. Now it seems 
to me that, inasmuch as this Alumni Field belongs to each and every member 
of the Saginaw High school alike, each and every member should receive an 
equal share of benefit from it. 

At the present time, I am sorry to say, this is not so. Only those stu- 
dents who are on the baseball, football or track teams derive a direct benefit 
from the Field. 

It has occurred to me and certain other members of the student body and 
faculty that there should be some form of athletics in which the less robust 
of our students could participate, so that they might thus derive some bene- 
fit from our athletic field, which belongs to all of us collectively and not to 
a few individuals. Therefore, we have attempted to establish tennis in the 
High school, as one of the various branches of athletics. The reason why 
tennis was chosen is because it is so healthful a game and because it is so 
extremely popular. I believe that I would be safe in saying that, outside of 
baseball, tennis is played by more people today than any other game. The 
reason I make this statement is because tennis is one of the few games that 
are played the world over. United States has her baseball, Canada her 
lacrosse, and England her cricket, but these games are not played to any ex- 
tent outside of their respective homes. Tennis is a game of the world. It 
is played in every part of America, every part of England, every. part of 
France, Germany, Denmark, Italy; even in far Australia they have a team, 
that are, at present, the champions of the world.
